riounced Yesterday 


A second interim payment on 
Wheat delivered during the past 
crop year was announced by the 
\lberta Wheat Paolou Wednesday, 
July 8ist. ‘The basis of payment 
Is:

The total amount of the payment 
made by the Alberta Pool was over 
eight million dollars Another 
payment will be made during the 
coming fall.

Deductions for elevator aud com- 
mercial reserves and for operating 
expenses, totalling 4c a bushel, 
have been made from the payment 
tothe members. This amount is 
slightly more than will be required 
but the exact figures will not be 
available for sometime yet, at the 
end of the Pool’s business year. 
When the final figures areavailable 
the excess will be refunded to mem- 
hers along with the final payment. 

Taking every phase of the mar- 
keting vear into consideration it 
must be admitted that this inter- 
im payment is on the whole a very 
good one. It may appear to some 
that the paynyent on No. 6 and 
feel wheat is proportionately 
small, but it must be remembered 
that when the initial payment on 
the higher grades was cut from $1 
to S5c last fal) the parment on No. 
f and feed wheat was cut only by 
5e a bushel.

In an opening statement the chair- 
man outlined the investigations the 
commission had conducted in Great 
Britain, France and Germany, It had 
held sessions in 24 cities across Can- 
ada and received the co-operaticn ot 
the governments of the various prov- 
inces. Everywhere the commission 
had been received with greatest cor- 
diality. 

Following the meeting, at which 
representations were submitted by 
the All-Canadian Congress of i.abor 
and the Canadian Legion of the triri- 
tish Empire League, the 
commission will at begin the 
preparation of its report. It will pro- 
bably be available about the end of 
the month. 

The All-Canadian Congress of La- 
bor came out flatly for the povern- 
ment taking over the broadcasting 
stations, elimination of advertising 
from the programmes and making 
the listeners-in pay the upkeep bj 
licenses. The brief presented by W.

A feature of the scheme is that 
each borrower becomes a sharehold- 
er in the board in company with the’ 
Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments and will receive his share of 
profits of the operations, Loans are | 
made only to settlers furnishing am-| 
ple security. |

The time is approaching when 
Tennyson's “Vision” of the heavens 
filled with commerce, “pilots of the 
purple twilight dropping down with 
costly bales,” will be a reality. The 
United) States Army sends 206 
planes into the air for manoeuvres, 
Mail air services cover the country. 
Air-rail lines to avoid flying by 
regular ac- 
commodation, The West Indies 
from Cuba to Trinidad are linked by 
airplanes. Shortly the system will 
be extended through South America 
to Buenos Aires. 


There is a growing demand for 
planes of all sizes and speeds. Motor- 
ing in the air will be the vogue when 
the safe machine sought by the Gug- 
genheim Foundation has been de- 
signed. President Seth Low, of Roose- 
velt Field, says that 2,000 persons 
Were taken up in the first two weeks 
of June, 95 per cent. of them enjoy- 
ing their first ride. Five of its pilots 
planes 1,500,000 miles 
“without accident of any kind.” He 
declares that a passenger in an in- 


‘spected machine driven by a licensed 


pilot is probably safer than he would 
be in a city taxicab, Fear of the mod- 
ern airplane is a state of mind. The 
accident rate for reputable air ser- 
vices is now too low to furnish an 
argument against the security of fly- 
ing. 

The world air tour of the De Si- 
bours, husband and wife, confounds 
the doubter. Leaving London, last 
September, in a small De Havilland 
Moth biplane, a veritable “flivyver” of 
the air, they flew across Europe, over 
North Africa to Asia Minor, and 
thence through Persia, India, Burma, 
and Siam to Indo-China. “We have 
done practically all our travelling in 
the last three years,” says Vicomte 
de Sibour, “by plane, except for long 
journeys over water.’ Coming to the 
Pacific coast by steamship, they flew 
across the United States to New 
York, The cost was less than that 
of travel by steamship, railway and 
automobile. To promote aviation they 
should publish an account of their 
adventure,
